By stren gthen in g the forces 
of d emocracy an d freed om, you do 
a great d eal to elimin ate the fric­ 
tion between great powers.”

On the other hand, he said, col­ 
lapse of Greece and Turkey “ mig ht 
set off a chain reaction” among 
other countries—both to the east 
and to the west—“ strug g ling un­ 
der similar pressure.” 
He was asked bluntly by Rep. 
Smith (R-Wis) whether Cong ress 
should assume the United States 
will pursue the same 
policy in 
other countries. 
“ I don’t think it is ev er correct 
to assume any thing ,” Acheson re­ 
plied. “ There are other areas in 
which we may not be able 
g iv e help. There are countries in 
which we may g iv e aid in a dif­ 
ferent wa y .” 
He insisted that help for Greece 
and Turkey to resist Communist 
ag g ression can not wait for United 
Nations action 
but assured the 
lawmakers:
